An Attempt to be Made to Disfranchise 
Duly Registered Voters. 

New Orvrans, October 31.—The following 
aduress has been issued by the democratic 
state central committee, and will show a 
somewhat dangerous attitude of the campaign 
committee toward each other, and the possi- 
bility of trouble at the polls Tuesday:

However this may be, the truth thata com- 
mittee of congress, partisan or otherwise, is no 
better adapted to supervise or criticese a legal 
campaign than it is to conduct a military 
cne finds an apt illustration in the inadequate 
and partial report of the majority. Mr. Milli- 
ken has also appended to the majority report 
of the committee, concerning the fees, etc., 
charged against the government by the United 
Stetes marshals and other officers under the 
department of justice, an expression of 
his individual conclusions. He said that 
he fully concurs with the majority in 
ré commending the abolition of the fee system, 
but takes the ground that the assertions ot the 
majority report are too general and sweeping. 
“They simply,” he says, “charge wholesale 
corruption on the marshals, deputy marshals, 
and district attorneys.’”’ This charge of 
eral cbrruption, he says, is untrue. The 
majority of the tederal officers in the dis- 
tricts investigated are honest and 
faithful and were not oppressed 
of the people, unless the enforcement of the 
wholesome laws for the collection of the gov- 
erpment’s revenues and to protect the rights 
of citizens be called oppression. The most of 
the officers complained of were required to 
execute the federal laws in localities, 
where violations of the election franchise and 
frauds upon the revenue were sustained 
by almost entire communities. 
The low moral tone of their 
surroundings, he thinks, may partly account 
for, although it does not justify the derelic: 
tion of many of these ollicials. He denies 
that the testimony warrants the charge that 
the administration appointed men for their 
incompetency or dishonesty, but says: ‘it 
may bave been unwise, as it was certainly 
unfortunate, in its appointment of so many 
who were not in political sympathy with it.”

Secretary McCulloch’s Views, 

NEW YorK, October 31.—The following extract 
from a letter written By Hugh McCulloch recently 
in regard to the decision of the supreme court on 
legai te nders will be read with especial interest 
since that gentleman’s appointment to be secreta- 
ry of the treasury: 

No one can read the debates in the convention 
by which the constitution was formed without 
percciving how anxious the statesmen of that day 
were that congress should not, even by implica- 
tion, be clothed with power to make anything but 
gold and silver oney, or the debates in the sen- 
ate and the house when the iegal tender acts of 
1862 were under consideration, without being 
struck by the manifest reluctance with which 
their advocates sustained them, even as a war 
measure in agreat financial emmergency. The 
book, ‘United States Notes,” is especially inter- 
esting and valuable in view of the recent decision 
of the supreme court, which unsettles what up to 
that decision had been regarded by the best legal 
minds of the country as established law, and 
opened wide the door for one of the greatest cal- 
amities that can betalla nation—unlimited is- 
sues of government notes, no matter how depre. 
ciated they may be, with the legal attributes of 
coin. The country is ‘“‘atsea’’ upon a question of 
supreme importance to everybody in the United 
Stutes, and, in the discussions which this decision 
makes unavoidable, this history of United States 
notes will be exceedingly helpful. 


Fair Trade Versus Free Trade. 

Loxpvon, November 1.—The house of com- 
mons last evening was mainly occupied on the 
discussion of the merits of fair trade versus 
free frade. In the discussion it was stated 
that complaints were made that 
rents were diminishing everywhere, 
and that capital was leaving 
England, being invested in protectionist @un- 
tries. English trade is suffering from foreign 
bounties and protective duties.

HANGED IN CANTON. 


THE EXECUTION OF GEORGE HILL 
IN CHEROKEE, 


The Tragic Ending of a Colored Candy Palling— 
Chopping Up the Body of An Obnoxious Guest 
The Repeated Trials and Convictions— 

The Execution Yesterday, Btc. 


Canton, October 31.—[{Special.]—From ear- 
ly last night up to 12 o’elock to-day, 
an almost steady stream of men, women and 
children, poured into town, seemingly anx- 
ious to witness the execution of George Hill, 
colored, who was to pay the penalty of death 
for the murder ef William Bryant, colored, 
on February 10, 1883, by eutting him in the 
left shoulder and almost instantly killing him 
with a keen edged five pound ax. The crowd 
was variously estimated at from five to ten 
thousand. As the time for bringing out-the 
prisoner approached, the open space around 
the courthouse and between there and the 
jail, Jones’s store an' residence, graduali¢ 
filled up, until it became densely crowded 
and room could be found for no others. The 
entire crowd was quiet, orderly and no drink- 
ing to excess was indulged to the disturbance 
of any. ‘ 

PROVIDING FOR THE COLORED MEN. 

Before going tothe cell for Hill, the sheriff 
requested all to keep good order, not to press 
upoa the guard nor the ropes around the gal- 
and that the lower side be 
reserved for the darkies. As it 
was a darkey whowas to be hung he 
thought their wishes should be regarded. At 
11:38 Sheriff Gramling and Curtiss, Deputy 
Sherifi 8. H. Reed, of Forsyth county; Sherif 
S. H. llenderson, ot Pickens, and Rev. C. M. 
McClure, ordinary, went to the cell and dress- 
ed and prepared Hill for execution, and with- 
in forty minutes returned with Hill securely 
tied, wearing the black suit donated by the 
citizens, the cap on and the rope 

TIED AROUND HIS NECK 
He was placed upon his coffin on Levi Gresh- 
am’sdray, and then driven to the gallows 
ebout balfa mile distant, accompanied by 
Sherif! Gramling and Curtiss, Rev. C. M. Me- 
Clure, Dr. J. M. Turk and his son, Johnny, 
in a wagon, and followed by a vast crowd, 
twenty-five guards walking in the front and 
atthe sides and rear ot the wagon. Arriving 
at the gallows at 12:37, they found it. to be 
alout four by six feet, fifteen feet above the 
ground, with seven footsteps approaching, and 
erected within a mile distant and in plain 
view of the houseon Captain J. M. McAtee’s 
place, where the killing was done. Around 
the gallows, the hillsides, the railroad and 
both sides of the river banks and every avail- 
able Spot was covered by the crowd. 
ON THE GALLOWS. 

Rev. Humphrey Daniel, colored, from Car- 
tersville, had been written and requested by 
Hill to be present and conduct the religious 
exercises, but Daniel failing to come Hill re- 
quested Rev. Mr. McClure to conduct the 
same, whereupon he arose, and at the close of 
a few short remarks read hymn No. 714, “And 
let this feeble body fail,” which was sung by 
slmost everyone. At the close of the hymn 
Hill requested that the hymn ‘‘And am I born 
to die, and lay this body down,” 
which was done. During the 
singing of this he appeared very much effected, 
and his sobs and moans could be heard fora 
distance. Rev. McClure then offered a fervent 

wrayer, invoking bis Maker’s blessing upon 
Hill, his wife and children, and the vast con- 
course of people assembled, and that ke might 
receive HiJl home, and that all mig»t meet 
him there,,and hoped he would be received 
by his Maker. 

HILL TALKS TO THE CROWD. 

At 1:05 he went upon the platform of the 
gallows, stopped to take a drink of water, and 
then turning to his colored friends, said, “that 
be was a friend of all and trusted they were 
bis friends. He trusted God was with them 
all, that he would meet them in heaven. He 
then bid them all goodbye and wished them 
well. He asked to eee and talk with his sister- 
in-law, Sally Freeman, but she was not pres- 
ent, nor anyone else near of kin to him, his 
wifeand children having left for Chattanooga 
the day jbefore. While the rope was being 
zdjusted he became weaker and weaker, and 
asked forachair. He again spoke and asked 
all to bear with him and to ask the “Old 
Master” to save him. He said he was 33 
years old, and had lived with his wife 13 
years, and had always been known to be all 
right. At the close the sheriff gave Hill 
an opportunity tospeak. Hill arose sobbing 
and heaving, and in a faltering, tremulous 
voice said that he wanted all to see him and 
the way in which he was soon to leave this 
world, and wanted them to remember that he 
was to be hung, not for robbing and murder- 
inga manor anything of that sort, but for 
protecting his home, his family and visiting 
friends the same as any other man would have 
done. He wished all well and hoped that 
they might be finally received at Jesus’ throne. 
He had been trying to prepare for death, and 
believed he was ready. 

GONE TO HIS DEATH. 

Again bidding all farewell, the cap was 
driwn about hisneck and fastened and his 
face shut from view. At 1:19, justas the rope 
was about to be cut and the drop of three feet 
made, he knelt upon his knees and his last au- 
dible words were: “‘Lord have mercy.” At 
1:50 he was cut down, and pronounced dead by 
Drs Turk anégColeman 

He dreaded death but met it calmly. His 
bedyv was placed in the coflin and borneaway. 
After the execution his sister--law, Bally 
Freeman, came and asked for the body, but 
was refused. 

THE HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

On Wednesday night, February 8th, 1883, 
George Hill, colored, gave a party at his tem- 
vorary bome on the plantation of Captain 
Ss hh M. MeAfee, which lays along the 
cee bank of the Etowah river, about one 
mile from town. Quite a gay crowd was gath- 
ered at this party, or “candy pulling,” as it 
was termed. About nine o’clock in the even- 
ing Henry Rowe, Wm. Bryant and Jake 
Summerhour, of Forsyth county, stepped in 
and were met and welcomed by the master of 
the occasion, George Hill. Everything passed 
off very pleasantly among the boys and girls, 
most of whom began oe about 12 o’clock. 
Henry Rowe lost his hat and closed or attem pt- 
ed to close the door of one of the yooms and 
ordered that no one pass out until his 
bat was found. All were drinking, more or 
less, and a general row was brewing when in 
the confusior an order “to blow out the lights 
ard meke a clean sweepfight” was given by 
ecme one. This caused a general stampede 
eid William Bryant, and others who were in 
en adjoining room heard it and attempted to 
go in the other reom to either join in the fight 
or quell the disturbance. Just as William 
Bryant came to the door in the partition wall 
between the two rooms, George Hill raised an 
ax and sank it into the right shoulder, the 
blede ranging inward,severing the jagular vein 
Bryant bad not said anything to any one in 
that room. Bryant walked out into the yard, 
fell down and expired in a few minutes—be- 
fore a doctor could get there. Hill was told 
by his wife what he had done, 
and replied “that he didn’t care, 
he was nothing but a damned dégro.” Hill 
remained at the house about an hour and then 
suddenly disappeared. The negroes present 
were so astonished and trightened tha they 
did not think to arrest him. A warrant was 
sworn out for his arrest the day after the kill- 
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and lodged in Canton jail. At the Februar 
adjourned term of Cherokee superior pian 
held the second week in April, a true bill was 
ound by the ~~ jury and on Tuesday of 
said week Hill was arraigned upon the charge 
of murder for killing Wiltiam Bryant, colored, 
with an ax, on the night of the Sth of Febru- 
ary, 1883. The counsel for the defense were 
Captain H. W. Newman, Colonels John D. 
Attaway and P. P. DuPree, of Cunton bar, 
The prosecution was conducted by Solic.tor- 
General George F. Gober and 
Colonel George R. Brown, of Canton. About 
twenty-five negro witnesses Were s¥ orn, ex- 
amined and cross examined, taking up  ca- 
siderable time. The attorneys tor the de 

fense and prosecution ‘vilowed in eble and 
le ngthy speeches ol about five houre on each 
side. The charge to the jury by Judge Brown 
was icngthy and exhaustive. The jury re~ 
tired and aiter a consul! tiga oi Leo ie 
brought in a verdict, + We, the jary, find the 
prisoner guilty of murder’’—no recomménta~ 
tion jor aesey. On Friday evening of the 
seme week George Hill was brought into court 
the room was densely crowded and sen- 
tenced by Judge Brown ‘o hang os - yiday, 
‘upe let, 1883. The devoted aliorneys of Hill 
iuade @ motion for a new trial, and in cham 
bers, about five weeks afterwards,it was over- 
ruled by Judge Brown. They then taken 
an order of supersedas and carried the ease to 
the supreme court. The case was reviewed 
before the supreme judges during the month of 
August following and the judgment of the lower 
court reversed, This haw the case back 
into Cherokee superior court, but was continued 
at the Auguat adjourned term on. account of 
sickness of attorney for defense. At thé last 
February term of court, Hill was again dr- 
reigned, the same evidence carefully drawn 
out, long and exhaustive speeches made by the 
defense and prosecution, the jury given a 
lengthy charge by Judge Brown and the case 
once more placed in the hands of the jury to 
decide. The jury retired a.d in a short while 
returned with the verdict: “We the jury, 
find the prisoner guilty of murder,’’ again no 
recommendation for mercy. Judge Brown,then 
for the second time sentenced Hill to hang on 
Friday, Aprill 1], 1884. Again his tireless at- 
torney mede a motion for a new trial and again 
Judge Brown overruled it. Again they taken 
an order of supersedas and again carried the 
case to the supreme court, There it was again 
ably argued and this time the supreme judge 
affirmed the judgement ofthe court below. 
This then again brought the case into Chero- 
kee superior court,this time for final action and 
the last sentence of Judge Brown. On Friday 
evening, September 19, 1884, during the Sep- 
tember term of Cherokee superior court. Hall 
was again brought into court and again sen- 
tenced to death by Judge Brown, it being the 
third time. The day set for his execution was 


The Execution of Ike Tour 
ton. 

CHATTANOOGA, October 31.—{Special.]—Ike 
Fain, colored, was hanged at Kingston to-day 
for the murder of Frauk Curran, a section 
boss on the Cincinnati Southern railroad. He 
has been calmly awaiting his doom, having 
professed religion several weeks ago, and @x- 
pressed the assurance that he would go 
straight to heaven. He atea hearty supper 
last night, and after several hours praying, 
fell asleep at midnight and slept without 
intermission until 7 o’clock. On being awak- 
ened, be sent for the ministers, and prayed 
with them all the morning, refusing all food, 
seying that religious consolation was better 
than bread. He dressed himself and marched 
to the gallows unsupported. About 4,000 peo- 
ple were gathered in front of the scaffold, and 
at his own request he was permitted to address 
them... He said that he had committed the 
deed in a fit of passion, and that he had him-- 
self to blame; that he had disobeyed his 
parents and this should be a warningtoall. He 
sang several hymns, and before the black cap 
was adjusted asked the sheriff to see that he 
fell far enough to break his neck. The gal- 
lows was then enclosed in canvas, and the 
trap sprung. In ten minutes the heart ceased 
beating and in twenty-six minutes the body 
was cut down. After the execution the crowd 
became very disorderly and several men were 


stabbed.

THE CRIME 
for which Ike Fain was executéd to-day was 
committed near Emory Gap, Tennessee, on 
March 29th. He was employed as a section 
hand on the Cincinnati Southern railroad, in 
charge of Frank Curran, a section foreman. 
Saturday morning Fain refused to - begin 
work. Curran asked him why he refusel to 
resume, and the negro made an insolent re- 
ply, whereupon Curran at once discharged 
iim. Fain hung about the works the entire 
day and was heard to utter threats 
against the foreman. In the  after- 
noon he went into the camp and 
borrowed a double-barreled shotgun and pro- 
ceeded leisurely to load it. He was careful to 
charge it very heavily, and loaded it with 
heavy lead slugs. After sunset he crept be- 
hind aclump of bushes at the head of a cut 
where Curran was compelled to pass to go to 
supper. As Curran stepped from the cut Fain 
suddenly arose, end taking deliberate aim, 
excleimed, ‘‘now, G d you, you'll dis- 
charge me egain, will you!” and fired both 
barrels, the loads entering Curran’s back. He 
fell dead in his tracks, his 
body being perforated in a score of 
places. Fain threw down his gun and fled to 
the mountains. Curran was a very popular 
man in the county, and the atrocious murder 
created intense excitement. The whole popu- 
lece turned out en masse to search for the 
murderer, end for fully a week the county 
was scoured. At last the search was success- 
ful andthe murderer was captured at the house 
of a negro near Loudon. As soon as he was 
carried to Kingston, the county seat, for trial, 
a posse organized to lynch him and he was 
hastily returned to Loudon for safe keeping. 
He was tried in July and sentenced to hang 
on September Ist, but appealed to the supreme 
court. The latter confirmed the sentence, and 
be was again condemned to hang on October 
3lst. He heard his sentence with stolid in- 
difference, and has spent bis time seemingly 
oblivious to hisdoom. About two weeks age 
he became penitent and made a full sonfes- 
sion, saying that he was guilty and ought to 
hang, and that he was going to see the angels.
